
Beach access at last for wheelchair users

AT LAST wheelchair users can get down on to 
the beach and enjoy a day on the sand at 
Southend, thanks to a local charity. 

Until Tram Stop Shelter stepped in there was 
no way down to the beach along the seven miles 
of Southend seafront for people in wheelchairs - 
they had to be parked away from the fun, while 
their families enjoyed the sand. 

But now special matting has been laid on the 
slipway off Thorpe Esplanade and on to the 
sand below - and last Saturday youngsters in 
their wheelchairs turned up for the “grand 
opening of the slipway” and their first time on 
the sand. 

“It was a marvellous event. There were so 
many smiling faces from the young people who 
were able to actually get on to the beach in their 
chairs for the first time,” said Bob Craven, chair¬ 
man and trustee of the charity. 

“It is about time wheelchair users had access to 
our beaches and are no longer excluded from 
fully enjoying themselves. 

“We plan to do more to help disabled people 
enjoy the beach. We hope to rebuild the tram 
shelter, which has had to be demolished because 
it was unsafe, and include toilets and changing 
facilities in the new build.” 

Tram Stop Shelter spent many months 
researching the best mats for the job and wheel¬ 
chairs that could go over sand.

A team of volunteers turned up to help Bob put 
the final touches to the slipway - which is now 
ready for wheelchairs to use. 

“We want as many people as possible to come 
here and enjoy the beach. It’s time disabled peo¬ 
ple should have the same fun as the rest of their 


families. We’ve made a start but we have plans to 
make the beach a happy and rewarding experi¬ 
ence for disabled people,” he added. 

Bob said the charity had been partnered by 
Southend Council, local businesses, voluntary 
groups and charities to get the scheme going. 


BLUE FLAGS 
FLYING HERE

THREE of Southend’s beaches 
have won prestigious Blue Flags 
and all seven given seaside awards 
by Keep Britain Tidy. 

Only two local authority areas in 
the country, Cornwall with 19 and 
Torbay 13 received more awards, 
and of seven new blue flags award¬ 
ed across the country, Southend 
scooped three of them. 

East Beach, Shoebury Common 
and Thorpe Bay beaches will join 


65 others across England flying a 
Blue Flag this summer after meet¬ 
ing the highest standards for clean¬ 
liness, facilities and water quality. 

Chalkwell, Jubilee, Bell Wharf 
and Three Shells beaches (along 
with the four awarded the Blue 
Flag) will join another 107 that 
have been presented with a seaside 
award for beaches that are well- 
managed and maintained. 

Scott Dolling, head of enterprise, 
tourism and economic regenera¬ 
tion, said: “The number of Blue 
Flags awarded to English beaches 


increased by seven this year, and 
three came to Southend, which is an 
excellent achievement. 

“All of our beaches will be flying 
either the Blue Flag or have a seaside 
award, telling residents and visitors 
that they are the best in the country. 

“Both awards are the quality marks 
for our beaches and mean those visit¬ 
ing them can be sure that they are 
clean and safe and meet the highest 
environmental standards, as well as 
the tough bathing water quality stan¬ 
dards. Work is also nearing comple¬ 
tion on our exciting lagoon project.

“Southend welcomes around six 
million visitors per year and the

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Airport plans take off 

Radical proposals for Southend create a buzz as investment taps into ‘enormous potential’ 


JAAP proposals at a glance 


PLANS to create more than 7,000 
jobs in a new business park at 
Southend airport have been described 
as ‘a game changer for local people’ 
by a government minister. 

Mark Francois, Thames Gateway 
minister and MP for Rayleigh and 
Wickford, last Friday saw first-hand 
how Rochford and Southend councils 
intend to transform large areas of land 
into a new business park. 

The two councils have adopted a 
joint area action plan (JAAP) to sup¬ 
port local businesses in the aviation 
and high-end engineering sectors. 

JAAP will complement the new 
Thames Estuary 2050 Growth Com¬ 
mission announced at Budget. 

Mr Francois said; “Thames Gateway 
is on the up, and the Growth Commis¬ 
sion is steering it towards its enor¬ 
mous potential over the next few 
decades. 

“There are massive investments

“That’s why I’m pleased to see

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Dunkirk spirit lives on 


IT WAS a time for bitter-sweet memo¬ 
ries for two veterans when they 
stepped aboard a little ship - just like 
the ones which rescued them from 
Dunkirk 76 years ago. 

David Whiteman, 96, and Alfred 
Smith, 97, who had both been stranded 
on the French beach in 1940, joined 
the crew on the cockle boat Endeavour 
at Leigh, for a short trip out to sea, 
before it leaves for the annual Associa¬ 
tion of Dunkirk Little Ships Commem¬ 
orative Cruise, from May 28 to 30. 

Finlay Marshall, the archivist from 
the trust which restored Endeavour, 
also a survivor from Dunkirk, said: 
“The veterans arrived wearing their 
medals and were soon swapping mem¬ 
ories. It was an emotional event.” 

After half an hour at sea. Endeavour 
returned to shore to drop its honoured 
guests back on dry land before ventur¬ 
ing onto Ramsgate for its reunion with 
other small craft which had made that 
perilous journey to rescue the belea¬ 
guered army . 

Mr Smith, from Shoeburyness, 
served with the Royal Army Service 
Corps and was rescued from the beach

unit to be rescued. He went on to serve 
on D-day and last year was awarded 
the Legion d’Honneur by the French 
government. 

Mr Whiteman was a medic with the 
Royal Army Medical Corps tending 
the wounded as the troops of the 
British Expeditionary Force withdrew 
to the coast. 

Now living in Laindon, Mr White- 
man remembers: “It was Hell. We 
were mortared, bombed and gunned 
with no cover at all. I was treating sol¬ 
diers for shrapnel and bullet wounds 
and trying to get them evacuated. The 
little boats were trying to get the boys 
off in batches of 50 but that wasn’t 
working and it became every man for 
himself.”

Eventually he managed to get to the 
Mole at Dunkirk where he queued for 
72 hours before a boat came for him. 

Also present was Bill Brewster, 
whose father was rescued by the 
Endeavour. Bill was at school in Ban¬ 
galore, India when his father, also Bill, 
was trapped on the beach. 

“Dad had been shot three times,” 
says Bill. “He was posted as a missing 
person and I didn’t see him again until 
1947 when I was 14 and didn’t recog¬ 
nise him.” 

The endeavour will move to France 
this month to be filmed for director 
Christopher Nolan’s film, Dunkirk, 
starring Kenneth Branagh, Mark 
Rylance and Tom Hardy.

New pier attractions kick-start summer season

GETTING a ‘Southend Pier’ 
postmark eould beeome a 
must-do aetivity for visitors to 
the borough, the eouneiTs 
regeneration ehief hopes. 

A new pier-head postal ser- 
viee at the end of the world’s 
longest pleasure pier is just one 
item in a paekage of attraetions 
launehed last week in time for 
the summer season. 

Loeal businessman Darren 
Lattimer teed off with the 12- 
hole Southend Crazy Golf 
eourse, with obstaeles inelud¬ 
ing Olga the Oetopus. 

Also, the end-of-pier eafe at 
the Royal Pavilion has been 
relaunehed as the Salt Cafe, 
offering a range of loeally 
soureed food and drink. 

And ten pop-up beaeh huts 


will open on the bowling deek, 
providing a mix of musie, art 
and entertainment. 

Seott Dolling, the eouneil’s 
head of eeonomy, regeneration 
and tourism, said: “We’re 
delighted with the new invest¬ 
ments, whieh demonstrate eon- 
fidenee from the private seetor 
in our plans for the pier’s 
renaissanee. 

“The visitor experienee on 
the pier this summer will be 
bigger and better and will grow 
its appeal while longer-term 
investments materialise.” 

Southend Pier has survived 
several fires and shipping eol- 
lisions in its long eolourful his¬ 
tory. 

The most reeent fire was in 
2005, devastating the bowling 


alley. The Couneil has sinee 
invested in a new sprinkler sys¬ 
tem along the length of the pier. 

A study this year is looking 
into options for a new building 
to replaee the former pavilion, 
whieh burned down in 1995. 

A transport feasibility study 
is also being earried out, look¬ 
ing into what eould replaee the 
eurrent train system, whieh has 
served the Pier for 30 years.

Water gates’ tackle floods 


PORTABLE barriers are the latest weapon in the 
eounty’s flood prevention arsenal and eould help 
to keep water out of homes. 

Essex County Fire and Reseue Serviee has 
been given 20 portable “water gates”, whieh 
divert water into nearby drainage systems, rivers 
and ditehes. 

Canvey Island and parts of Southend have suf¬ 
fered badly from flooding in the past few years. 

The gates ereate an effeetive barrier and are 
portable, weighing just 20kg and fit into a small 
holdall. They ean be eonneeted to form a 180m 
barrier. 

“Our water barriers will provide an additional 
defenee to properties at risk of flooding while 
building eonfidenee in eommunities,” said 
Kelvedon HQ station offieer Dunean Lewis.

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Hospital’s critical care 
is good, say inspectors 


CRITICAL care at 
Basildon Hospital has 
been rated “good” by 
health inspeetors. 

The upgrade, 

revealed in a report last 
week, was based on an 
inspeetion by the Care 
Quality Commission 
(CQC) in February. 

Last Mareh the CQC 
downgraded the hospi¬ 
tal’s eritieal eare ser- 
viee from “good” to 
“requires improve¬ 
ment”. 

Inspeetors found this 
year there had been 
“signifieant improve¬ 
ments made to how 
safe, effeetive, respon¬ 
sive and well-led the 


serviee was . 

Professor Sir Mike 


Riehards, ehief inspee- 
tor of hospitals, wrote: 
“Staffing levels for 
nursing, medieal and 
therapies staff had 
improved and were at a 
safe level. The mortali¬ 
ty ratio for the unit has 
redueed signifieantly 
sinee our last inspee¬ 
tion. The eritieal eare 
unit aequired infeetion 
in the blood rates per 
100 admissions was 
eonsistently in line 
with or better than the 
England average. 

“There had been 
notable improvements 
in the leadership of the 
eritieal eare and out- 
reaeh serviee. Morale 
and eulture within the 
eritieal eare and out- 


reaeh serviee had 
improved signifieantly 
sinee our previous 
inspeetion. The eritieal

Black comedy 
hits the spot 


THE NICE GUYS (15,116 mins) 


G ood things come to those who wait. 
Every decade, film-maker Shane 
Black unspools a deliciously off-kilter 
buddy action comedy that plays fast and 
loose with the conventions of the genre. 

In 1996, he penned The Long Kiss 
Goodnight starring Geena Davis and 
Samuel L Jackson, which metamorphosed 
a picture-perfect suburban mom into a fine¬ 
ly honed killing machine. 

In 2005, he repeated the feat and also sat 
in the director’s chair for the potty-mouthed 
murder mystery Kiss Kiss Bang Bang head¬ 
lining Robert Downey Jr. and Val Kilmer. 

Now, Black strikes it lucky for a third time 
with the unlikely comic pairing of Russell 
Crowe and Ryan Gosling in The Nice Guys, 
a hare-brained missing persons caper set in 
sexually liberated 1977 Los Angeles. 

The script delivers big, throaty laughs 
from the cynical opening, “Marriage is buy¬ 
ing a house with someone you hate,” and 
adroitly juggles physical and verbal humour, 
inflicting injuries and indignities on his lead¬ 
ing men for our sport and entertainment. 

It’s a groovy kind of bromantic love and 
Crowe and Gosling relish the to and fro of 
the snappy dialogue as they gleefully con¬ 
tend with the fashions of the era. 

Jackson Healy (Crowe) is a hired heavy, 
who beats up perverts and stalkers with his 
knuckleduster. 

A young woman called Amelia Kuttner 
(Margaret Qualley) pays him to scare off 
low-rent private detective Holland March 
(Gosling), who has been asking for her 
around town. 

The first meeting of these two men ends in 


bloodshed and broken bones, but Jackson 
and Holland reluctantly agree to work 
together when Amelia subsequently vanish¬ 
es without trace. 

“Why don’t you invite him in?” asks 
Holland’s precocious daughter Holly 
(Angourie Rice) when Jackson turns up at 
their door. 

“No animals in the house, sweetheart,” 
retorts the investigator, bearing the physical 
scars of their previous encounter. 

The breadcrumb trail of evidence leads to 
Amelia’s fearsome mother, Judith Kuttner 
(Kim Basinger), who works for the United 
States Department of Justice and pleads 
with Jackson and Holland to locate and 
protect her child. 

Unfortunately, a hitman called John Boy 
(Matt Bomer) is also on the trail of Amelia, 
and Holland also needs to solve the per¬ 
plexing mystery of porn actress Misty 
Mountains (Murielle Telio), who was appar¬ 
ently seen alive two days after she died in a 
car accident. 

The Nice Guys doesn’t quite soar to the 
dizzy heights of Black’s previous 
escapades, but he comes close, retaining 
an enviable ability to conjure jaw-dropping 
one-liners out of nowhere. 

Such as when the central pair are 
detained by a police officer who is simply 
following the rulebook. 

“You know who else was just following 
orders? Hitler!” counters Jackson. 

The central plot is a morass of crosses, 
double crosses, bluffs and coincidences 
that intrigues and bamboozles, untangling 
itself in the closing frames with aplomb.

As more and more people arrive for the 
party, a variety of convoluted explanations 
have to be concocted to try to keep them 
from the truth - and no one is sure what the 
truth is anyway. Then, just as the confusion 
and mis-communication mount, the police 
arrive. 

This play is jammed with Simon’s witty 
one-liners as the guests try to keep things 
from getting out of hand - and they do, with 
a very surprising ending.

S the trend of collecting 
1980s and ’90s technology 
grows you could be sitting 
on a small fortune according to 
TotallyMoney.com which says 
your clunky, retro-tech could be 
worth a lot more than you think.

Final encore for stylish Citroen C5

LOVE ’em or loathe them there’s no deny¬ 
ing that Citroen has never shied away from 
taking a chance with the designs of its 
cars - some have proved best sellers while 
others have plummeted like a lead balloon. 

There have been some whacky shapes 
and sizes over the years, but one car 
stood out as a great newcomer in 2001 - 
the larger-than-life Citroen C5. 

In those days when the “larger” car was 
all the rage, buyers couldn’t get enough of 
the stylish French masterpiece with 45,502 
Mk 1 models sold from 2001 to 2004. 

The second generation Mk 2 from 2004 
to 2008 saw a fall in sales with just 11,711 
units sold. But the latest third generation 
model has really suffered the biggest 
downfall with 17,105 sales over eight 
years. And it’s because of that decline that 
the C5 UK sales books have been closed 
and the vehicle will no longer be produced 
in right hand drive format. 

That’s a shame because the car, despite 
being rather dated, still offers plenty of 
appeal and has one of the smoothest rides 
over any bumpy or pothole-ridden surface. 

The original car was renowned for its 
development of Citroen’s hydropneumatic 
suspension - now called Hydractive 3 - 
which raised and lowered the suspension to 
offer the most comfortable and efficient ride. 

From the outside, the C5 looks impres¬ 


sive with sweeping lines, 18-inch alloys. 
Xenon directional lights, body-coloured 
bumpers, door handles and mirrors, 
chrome trim and LED daytime running 
lights. Inside there is enough room to 
house a small army with ample space for 
three adults to stretch out in comfort in the 
back seats and there is plenty of on-board 
technology included in the £29,560 asking 
price (£32,520 with some options added). 

Features include a great sound system, 
sat nav, dual zone air conditioning, cruise 
control, a colour touchscreen, Bluetooth 
connectivity, part-leather upholstery, 
reversing camera, mood lighting and plen¬ 
ty more besides. The interior does look 


quite dated with an abundance of hard 
plastic on show and you have to be some 
sort of a contortionist to access the cup 
holder inside the deep central bin. 

But the C5 still delivers when it comes to 
performance. During a long drive, covering 
around 500 miles, there were several fac¬ 
tors that impressed. One was the extreme 
comfort levels and the other was the econ¬ 
omy. I was seeing an average of 59mpg 
which is close to the official figure. 

In town centres the car handled well with 
the parking sensors and reversing camera 
proving useful when squeezing into tight 
spaces. In fact, the 05 was far more agile 
and easy to manoeuvre than I expected. 


On faster lanes it was responsive as it 
moved smoothly through the gears with a 
constant supply of power at your disposal. 

The road-holding was assured and there 
was next-to-no engine, road surface or 
wind noise within the cabin. 

The boot capacity is generous at 439 
litres, a capacity that can be increased 
with the split-folding rear seats lowered. 

It seems a shame that the 05 will be dis¬ 
continued, but I suppose all good things 
have to come to an end. 

A spokesman for Citroen explained: “Sales 
have declined in the past few years in line 
with the product life-cycle. Demand has 
moved to vehicles in other segments such 
as SUVs and MPVs. A combination of the 
current C5s sale performance and declin¬ 
ing volumes in the segment explains our 
decision to withdraw 05 in the UK.”
